CHICAGO, Ill.—(NJP)—A resolution urging that children 
between the ages of nine and thirteen be barred from attend- 
ing Sunday School was passed here by the joint conference of 
the Chicago Council United Synagogue of America (Conserva- 
tive) and the Chicago Board of Jewish Education. 

Children within that age range will be required to attend a 
week day Hebrew school, accordmg to the resolution. 

The resolution was passed following discussion by princi- 
pals and teachers at Conservative schools who pointed out 
the weaknesses of the Sunday School program. 

The Sunday School did not produce graduates who have 
a desire to continue their studies in a Conservative congrega- 
tion, they pointed out, and it does not offer any hope of 
Hebrew as a language of speech, literature or prayer. 

William J. Nudelman, executive director of the Anshe 
Emet Congregation, and former principal of that institution’s 
Day School told the conference that the Jewish Day School 
is at its best not for the majority of Jews. 

He explained that the intensive education possible at the 
day school will probably best serve to produce the type of 
educated Jewish leadership—the Hebrew teachers, the rabbis, 
the Jewish social workers—needed.

Supreme Conch decet 


Overrules Jewish Law 


JERUSALEM—In a ruling on 
a case which traditionally would 
fall within the scope of Jewish 
Law, Supreme Court Justice Zil- 
berg said here that the Court 
need not follow the rules of pro- 
cedure and evidence of Jewish 
Law. 

The ruling was in the ease of 
an unwed mother suing the 
father of her child for main- 
tenance. Tel Aviv District Court 
had declared the man to be the 
father, and ordered him to pay 
a monthly stipend for the sup- 
port of the child until it was tx 
years old. 

The father. appealed the deci- 
sion to the Supreme Court, claim- 
ing that the rules of procedure 
in Jewish law which governed 
the case called for a decision only 
when a confession of paternity is 
made in court after the birth of 
the child.

Asserting that one of the im- 
portant goals in a democracy is 
to establish barriers against pre- 
judiced behavior, Prof. Ginzberg 
declared that “to do this it is 
necessary to work in closest rela- 
tion with liberal political and 
communal! forces.” 

NO AGREED ‘BASIC VALUES’ 

He urged that a method be de- 
vised which would bring the 
multiple Jewish community rela- 
tions organizations into an effec- 
tive working partnership. 

Charging that the “anarchy” 
which currently exists in Jewish 
organizational life reflects the ab- 
sence of any basic agreement on 
key values, Prof. Ginzberg de- 
clared: “It is not possible to talk 
about democratic approaches to 
the solution of this organiza- 
tional anarchy which exists today, 
because an effective democracy 
is possible only if people agree 
about certain basic values, no 
matter how much they may 
argue about minor ones, and 
there is some machinery to en- 
force group decisions. Both of 
these are missing in the case of 
American Jewish organizational 
life.”

Most Unusual Hillel Program 
Conducted at Galludet U. 


BALTIMORE, Md.—(NJP¥—What is probably the most 
unique Hillel program anywhere is being carried on at Galludet 
College near here, the only college for the deaf in the U. S. 

Responding to a plea from a parent of one of the fourteen 
Jewish students enrolled at the school, Rabbi Meyer Green- 
berg, U. of Maryland Hiliel Director, instituted the program, 
which is now finishing its first term. 

Rabbi Greenberg in his annual report declared that only

He said that unusual intelligence and per- 
sistence was required to overcome the handicap of speech and 


Asserting that these Jewish students had “been neglected 
by the Jewish community,” Rabbi Greenberg declared that 
very few “among them have any knowledge of the Jewish re- 
ligion or of the currents of contemporary Jewish life. 
training has usually been centered on only 
gaining of a general education.” 

Rabbi Greenberg began by inviting the fourteen Jewish 
students to an opening program at the home of Dean Irving 
S. Fusfeld, who translated his talk into sign language and 
then translated the comments of the students for the rabbi. 

Twelve of the fourteen students have been participating 
in the affairs and meetings arranged by Rabbi Greenberg.

Americans In Israel Can't Live On Rationed Food Diet Alone

JERUSALEM—(NJP)—Americans living in Is- 

rael find it impossible to live on the official rations 

issued by the Israel government. 


After travelling through Israel for five weeks, 
without spending a single night in a hotel and eating 
only few meals in restaurants, I did not meet a 
single American family (and very few other fam- 
ilies) that ate only foods received through normal 
channels. 

Almost every American resident in Israel supple- 
ments his 100 gram monthly meat ration with 
canned and frozen meat received in gift parcels from 
the United States, Other essential food items, such 
as rice, coffee, dried fruits, sugar and flour must be 
obtained from the same sources. Those who do not 
have relatives or friends in America are forced to 
buy these staples on the black market, where prices 
are from five to nine times as high as the official 
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usually receive many packages and food certificates, 
their diets would be considered sub-marginal by 
American standards. 

As an example, let me cite what I ate last Shabbat 
with an American family in Rehobot. For breakfast 
we ate challah (not rationed) with margerine (ra- 
tioned), jam (from America), and Nescafe (from 
America). 

Dinner started out with a vegetable soup (made 
from the week’s vegetable rations), rice (sent from 
the U. S.), canned meat (the 9 oz. can gave forth 
eight portions), and apricot pie (the first pie I have 
eaten in Israel—flour, sugar, fats, and dried apricots 
came from America—the electric oven in which the 
pie was baked also came from the States). 

For supper we had scrambled eggs, made from 
one fresh egg (rationed) and powdered eggs (from 
America), bread, margerine (U. S.), tea (U. S.) and 
whitefish fillet (from Iceland—fillet is not rationed 
and is sold locally in unlimited quantities—it has 


become the most important single item of food—it 


thing else that cannot be obtained). 

Perhaps the sample day is not illustrative since 
it was Shabbat and most families save the best of 
everything for the Sabbath. 

Something else that cannot be conveyed by list- 
ing one day’s menu is the monotony of the Israel 
diet, The fact that most homes have two or three ~ 
kerosene burners as their only cooking equipment 
makes it difficult for the housewife to prepare the 
little food she has in any but the simplest manner. 

It will be noted that the sample menu did not list 
either milk or fresh fruit. Milk is unobtainable for 
adults ; however, lebania, a sour-cream-like prepara- 
tion made from imported dried milk powder is ob- 
tainable everywhere. Local fresh fruit is obtainable 
when in season. Thus, mandarines were recently 
taken off the ration list and are now in good supply; 
the orange season will begin shortly and after the 
export demand has been met it is hoped that oranges 
will be available for the domestic market. 

In the meantime, Israelis and Americans alike 
depend on American food packages to fill their din- 
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prices.

MARVIN LOWENTHAL ON RELATION 
OF ISRAEL AND DIASPORA PRAISED

IGH ON the list of our present day controversies is the rela- 
H tionship of Diaspora Jewry to the new State of Israel. Loud

points. As reasonable as any, I think, is the 
explanation given by Marvin Lowenthal in the 
Jatest Zionist Quarterly. For one thing, he 
definitely rejects such notions as put forth by 
Hadassah’s Rose Halprin that there is a differ- 
ence between the word “Diaspora” (which she 
feels means those Jewries as American and 
British who are living happily in freedom) and 
the word “Galut” (which she uses to designate 4@ nee 
those who live miserably under duress). HELEN COHEN 
In order to clarify our present position outside of Israel, he 
draws a parallel between now and the days between the Babylonian 
expulsion and the Roman destruction of the Temple in 70 S.E. 
There, he says, was a period of 600 years during which (after the 
state had been re-established from its Babylonian downfall) “there 
existed a Jewish State, more or less self-governing and fairly pros- 
perous, to which any Jew dwelling in a foreign land could return. 
os 
E WRITES, “Yet we find that after a lapse of six centuries in 
which to* come back, nearly three-quarters of world Jewry 
lived in the Diaspora, outside the Jewish State—on the whole, evi- 
dently, as a matter of free choice. A recent authority estimates 
the world’s Jewish population on the eve of the Roman conquest 
as eight million. Only two and one-half million of them lived in 





| Palestine; the remainder were settled across the globe, from the 


confines of India in the east to Spain in the west, one million in 
Babylonia alone . 

“Large number must have been emigrants, or their off-spring, 
who in the course of these ample years voluntarily left the home- 
land to seek their fortune abroad. 

“In any case, until 70 C.E. all of them were virtually free to 
return—but didn’t. Many of the dispersed communities maintained 
intimate, indeed religiously profound, ties with Judea. Their mem- 
bers contributed to the upkeep of the Temple, pilgrimaged to Jeru- 
salem, and toured the sacred land. But, obviously, millions of them 
did not find it unnatural to stay in the Diaspora, nor did it seem 
reprehensible, nor their life sterile.” 

td 

HEREFORE, concludes Mr. Lowenthal, “The debate can be 
T simplified and perhaps dissipated by sticking to historical 
realities. When a Jewish homeland and State did not in fact exist 
—as during the Babylonian Captivity, and throughout the past sev- 
enteen centuries—the Jewish people lived in exile. But whenever 
homeland and state are existent—there is no such thing as exile... 
The confusion, the contradictory views, the ingenuities arise from 
failing to distinguish between the Jewish people and individual 
Jews or communities. The Jewish people taken as a whole, Am 
Israel, was in exile only so long as it possessed no land or state of 
its own. 

“Furthermore, ever since the first Jew emigrated from the land 
of Israel, possibly in the days of Solomon, Jews have lived in dis- 
persion—like scores of other peoples, from the ancient Phoenicians 
and Hellenes to the modern Englishmen and Italians. And their 
Diaspora, while a Jewish State exists, does not cease to be a natural, 
normal, and affirmative status because it has its bad times as well 
as good. The Jews of Soviet Russia who wish to go to Israel and 
can’t, are not exiles but prisoners, The Jews of America and else- 
where who can go to Israel but don’t, are not exiles but Jewish 
settlers of one or many generations in the world at large—as much 
justified in their choice of flag and country as any other human 
being. Herut Zion—the freedom of Zion—will not be freedom un- 
less, as during the ancient Diaspora, it includes the freedom to come 
or go, to remain or stay away. 

“As matters stand, the freedom of Zion is a reality, the exile 
is over, and to the Diaspora falls the sacred and obligatory task 
of seeing to it, through the strengthening of Zion, that the exile 
has vanished forever.”

HEN THE Maclver Report is voted on 

at the General Assembly of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds in 
Chicago mext week-end, all the restraint and 
wisdom of true Jewish leadership will be re- 
quired. This will be necessary both on the part 
of the heads of the national agencies and the 
delegates from the local communities. 

In fact, it would not at all be unhelpful if a 
joint statement from the national agencies and 
the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds could be read preceding the MaclIver 
session that might serve to assure a calm dis- 
cussion of the Report. 

Such a joint statement might contain a com- 
mitment on the part of the national agencies 
that they are willing to abide by the expressed 
will of the General Assembly. It should also 
Satisfy the national agencies that every effort 
will be made neither to deprive them of 
autonomy nor to weaken them. 

That the MacIver Report will not be shelved 
is obvious, 

Too many of its recommendations have the 
support even of many of those who belong to 
the national agencies whom the Report criti- 
cizes. In fact it did not require such a report to 
point out the more glaring weaknesses in the 
structure of the agencies the Jewish commu- 
nity supports for its civic protective work. 

Other recommendations of the Report may 
be amended, some dropped altogether. Some

may be postponed or a time element added to 
them in order to make the transition from one 
method of operation to another in order not to 
disrupt the work now being done. 

But it must be obvious that a knock-down 
drag-out fight will help no one, neither the na- 
tional agencies, nor the local Jewish communi- 
ties. e 

One good purpose has been served by the 
ample time permitted for discussion of the Mac- 
Iver Report. Tempers have had time to cool, 
and more dispassionate judgement to replace 
hasty generalizations. ; 

So The Post hopes that some kind of joint 
statement will be forthcoming at the General 
Assembly which will serve to make the delib- 
erations more effective. But failing that, we 
hope that those for and against various recom- 
mendations of the Maclver Report will not fail 
to remember that heated discussion is not a 
sign of immaturity at all. A decision must be 
hammered out on a vital problem affecting 
many people and many organizations, Sincere 
people disagree. It is inevitable then that there 
will be twa sides and a contest. 

This is not unhealthy. It is hasty action or 
extreme partisanship that can wreak damage. 
Fighting through to a decision can have a great 
educational value, and that is exactly what has 
been achieved by the discussion over these last 


few months of the MacIver Report.

Candidates For Presidency Of The Z.O.A. 


HE HAT of Mortimer May has been cast 

into the ring for the presidency of the 

Zionist Organization of America. The South- 

eastern Region of the ZOA passed a resolution 

urging Mr. May’s election, and this is a per- 
fectiy proper and democratic procedure. 

The name of another candidate has been 
mentioned although not publicly and that is 
Rabbi Irving Miller, who recently stepped down 
from the presidency of the American Jewish 
Congress. 

Both of these men are able. Both should 
make good presidents, And no doubt there will 
be other candidates who will also enter the 
campaign for this most important position in 
American Zionism. 

All of this is as it should be. Any Zionist 
who has rendered service to the movement 
should be given the opportunity to be elected 
to the presidency by the delegates to the next 
convention. 

What can be dangerous, and what has be- 
come more or less of a precedent is the political 
technique of pledging districts and regions to 
vote for one man. This is cheap political maneu- 
vering, and although not rare, certainly is not 
in the best interests of any organization. 


It means that the delegates go to the con- 
vention without a free choice, The election is 
not carried out at the convention, but by a sys- 
tem of trading favors achieved months before 
the election in order to win votes. It usually is 
part of a clique system by which a small group 
picks a candidate which suits its purposes, and 
then proceeds to foist this man on the organ- 
ization. 

The great harm from this is not So much in 
that a good man is not elected, although this is 
not to be overlooked, but in that the member- 
ship of the organization is disgusted with the 
proceedings and loses confidence in the leader- 
ship. 

If any small groups have already made 
commitments to any candidate, and rumors to 
that effect are rife throughout the U. S., we 
hope that these groups and their candidates 
will be disavowed by the membership as a 


whole. 


The ZOA needs as always top leadership. It 
also requires high morale. Both of these can 
best be achieved by a free democratic election, 
with the best man winning as the choice of the 


majority of the delegates to the convention.

7. trouble with our rabbis is that they 
never seem to learn. 

Just because something was so years ago, 
doesn't mean that it must be so today. 

Writing in his Bulletin, Rabbi Abraham 
Feldbin of Shaari Israel Congregation in 
Brooklyn, asks “Who was the most influential 
landowner in Palestine when Isaiah thundered 
his prophecies?” and then goes on to ask what 
has happened to Babylon and to Greece and 
to Rome, pointing out that “It is not always the 
mighty and the readily recognized who pro- 
moted civilization and captured history’s ac- 
claim.” 

“A simple reading of history will indicate 
that.most often those whose work and influence 
were most lasting, rose from obscurity and 
were frequently not favored in their own day 
and place.” 

All of this may have been true of days gone 
by, but that does not necessarily mean that it 
must be true of our day, and certainly not true 
of the Jewish group. 

In order to be influential today, a Jew must 
be wealthy enough 

1. To be named to a place on the federation 
board; 


2. To go to conventions at his own ex- 


pense; 


3. To get elected to any office in the Jewish 
community, except that of secretary which 
usually goes to some poor schlemihl who will 
take down the minutes but never have a voice 
in the proceedings; 

4. To be elected to an office in his congre- 
gation or even to the board; 

5. To get an honorary degree from a Jew- 
ish institution, 

If knowledge and study were prized at one 
time in the Jewish community, it no longer is 
so today. 

In order to mean anything in the modern 
Jewish community one must amass wealth, 
regardless of by what means, 

At one time the admonition of mothers to 
their. babes in arms was to study and develop 
into powerful intellects of the Torah. Today it 
is different. The modern Jewish mother, know- 
ing what is what, today advises her son to be- 
come a junk dealer and thus become the man 
who determines policy in the Jewish commu- 
nity, and who decides what ritual will be fol- 


lowed in the congregation. 


‘Canned Sermon’ Evil 


HE POST applauds Rabbi Beryi D. Cohon 
of Temple Sinai in Brookline, Mass., for 
his stand against “canned sermons.” 

This is a counterpart to the “canned edi- 
torial” evil in the Anglo-Jewish press. 

We do not know how widespread the prac- 
tice is in the rabbinate, although Rabbi Cohon 
writes in his bulletin that “for several weeks 
before the High Holy Days communications 
from various sources” kept coming to him 
urging the use of “especially prepared ma- 
terial” in the preparation of his sermons. 

But in the Anglo-Jewish press, the evil is 
not limited as wowd at first be thought to 
some of the less influential and smaller papers. 
No. Some of the most prominent Anglo-Jewish 
papers. still reprint word for word under their 
own name in their -mastheads editorials fur- 


ee 


nished them by some press agent or by the 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate. 

Rabbi Cohon’s words then go for the Anglo- 
Jewish press as well as for the rabbinate: 

“I am writing these lines to voice a 
rabbi’s resentment of the efforts to steal his 
mind and to capture his pulpit for special 
interests. I refused to be used, and I want 
these agencies to know that I refused and I 
shall refuse in the future. They need waste 
no paper and postage on me. I hope that my 
colleagues, in good numbers, will refuse to be 
used and say so bluntly, It should help miti- 
gate a nuisance.” 

Nothing lowers the prestige of the Anglo- 
Jewish press as this corrupt practice. Even the 
worst written editorial composed by the paper’s 
editor is preferable to views furnished him by 
even the best-motivated agency.

Wie does a rabbi dream 
of? Riches, _ security, 
fame? Well, here are a few day 
dreams of Rabbi Morris Adler, 
of Detroit, which he published 
in his bulletin almost’ three 
years ago, and which I laid 
away for use at just such a time 
as this: 

“I would like to share with 
you a few day-dreams of mine, 
although I promise not to bur- 
den you with any nightmares 
that may crowd my _ troubled 
mind from time to time.

“2. He was a man of wide, 
general education and fine intel- 
ligence. He approached me sev- 
eral times with questions about 
Jewish history, Jewish problems 
and Jewish thought. He came 
with a fine humility and as 
genuinely seeking to enlarge his 
own understanding. There was 
neither petulance nor superiori- 
ty nor challenge in his manner, 
as he patiently strove to under- 
stand the Jewish point of view. 

“3. We had come in our serv- 
ice to the Reading of the Torah. 
It is a signficant manifestation 
of the Jewish conception of 
‘study and worship’ that we read 
as part of our service a portion 
of Scripture. The Congregation 
appreciated the opportunity to 
commune with the great Book 
and listened reverently to the 
reading. Some followed the He- 
brew, and with a little effort re- 
called the training of their child- 
hood. Others read the English 
translation and sought to under- 
stand the story or instruction 
of the ‘sedrah’ of the week. A 
year has passed and the congre- 
gation started on the second cy- 
cle of Torah-reading with great- 
er familiarity with the text. Af- 
ter several years the members 
evidenced a good understanding 
of the bible and felt enriched 
and inspired, F 

“Perhaps sometime later I 
shall again share with you some 
of these fanciful thoughts. It is 
good to dream...”

ND tying in with Rabbi 
Adler’s vain wishes are 
these words from the bulletin of 
Rabbi Samuel Rosinger, of 
Beaumont, Tex.: 

“Last Sunday morning, I had 
the pleasure of teaching a Men’s 
Bible Class at the First Metho- 
dist church. The reguiar teacher 
of the class, Attorney A. D. 
Moore, asked me to substitute 
for him, as his duties as a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Edu- 
cation necessitated his absence 
from the city. There were about 
one hundred men in the class, 
representing all walks of life, 
teachers, lawyers, doctors. and 
other vocations. The session 
lasted one hour and was _ pre- 
ceded by a devotional, cosisting 
of prayer and singing of hymns. 
I was asked to speak on the pe- 
riod of the Patriarchs. Natural- 
ly, I gave my audience informa- 
tion which only one who is fa- 
miliar with Jewish sources could 
impart. The class paid me undi- 
vided attention, and I know that 
the applause which I received at 
the close of the session was not 
a conventional compliment, but 
a sincere expression of appreci- 
ation.
